§ 1 ' \ /\/ ELL wcre ic for P°° r diftra&cd Nation, 
V V were there lefs ground, than there is, for 
your Opinion, that it is not the particu- 
lar Cafe of your Friend only, but of a 
great many ( othervvile; Worthy and Eminent Perfons, 
to be mis-kd, and intoxicated, by the plaufible pretence 
of a Free £Jlate, into a palfionatc Fondnefs, and Admi- 
ration. of a Popular Government: never diftinguifhing 
betwixt the Form and £ffy;ce of a Commonwealth ; the 
mifhke w hereof (each tor the other; has prov'd fo fa- 
tal in this Age ; nor calling to mind that it was the 
misfortune of thofe that forfeited of our Kingly Re- 
giment, and gap'd as impatiendy after Nwdtyn any 
now adayes can do •, to Iofe the fubllance or Liberty 
and Ilappincfs, in pcrfutc of the Sktdw. Kay, too too 
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many, I fear me, there are, that facrificing all confide' 
rations of Confcience and Religion to their Mammon, 
Intereft, do labour with all the Vigour and Artifice 
inwginahk to create inthe Multitude a loa tiling of their 
preftnt Manna, and a frefh longing for their fete, Egy- 
ptian Leeks and Garlick. So that you are not to look 
upon my Endeavours to fet things aright, as to this 
Point, to be the pure Effects of my Compliance with 
your, Oefires for the Jktisfa&ion of your Friend, but ra- 
ther of a preffing and indifpenfable Duty. 

NEITHER your Friend nor any ifik&MfMu»- 
will, I prefume, maintain that a Free Efiate ( as- they 
call it,? is fubjeft to no Violations ; becaule woful Ex- 
perience will confute, and force them to confefs either 
that a Commonwealth may Degcmrate ; or, at leaft, that 
the fo muck cry'd up -Model of -the Late times was no 
Commonwealth : And theymuft not only renounce their . 
Scnfis, but even the Faith oi Story aMa, which fuffici- 
ently proves that Rtpubli^ues have been fometimes in- 
vaded with llfurpations y Jomttimes debauch'd and env 
bas'd with Oligarchy ; mo flly ( by rcalbn of their Weafc- 
nefi and Divilions ) fuhdfd or CompeH'd to truckle un- 
der their A&ighiouring Princes ; but alwa'yes tormented 
with Faifion. and Convulfions. Nor in truth, has that 
Party as yet been able to produce any Arguments but 
ftch as, in effect, beg the Quefiion; by fJrefuppofing . 
great Unity in the Coalition, great Probity in the hten- 
tipn, and great Purity in the Fxercije ; which being ad- 
mitted, doubtleis we ftibuld fo little need to differ about 
Forms, that perhaps we {houldfcarceneed any Govern- 
ment at all. Now for my Own part ( on the other fide ) 
I abhor Bloodfoed, arid deem one forty in all fVars guii J 
ty ofMurtber . aCrime which as it cryes High for fen- 
geance, fo ought it to cry lovd for Unity and MoAtr* 
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thru into which ble^Tcd Path may Tkk baltonce u?, 
that we be not again Bafoftcd into a Field ofBlojd : I 
plead for Liberty $ not the Name, hut the Things and 
defign not to allert Tyranny but Kingf.up (as it relates 
to the l ures of the Land") to whofe protection I am en- 
titled by my Birth, for the prefervation of my Freedom 
in Perjbn and Ejhite $ and That with more afluiance, 
then pofiibly can be fccur'd under the Goiernment of 
Matty 5 who (cruplc not commonly to term that Jujiicc 
(and without Remedy too) which is down right Fa3ion. 
So that with thefe thoughts about me I (hall readily 
acknowledge (you may imagine) that even Monarchy 
it fclf is but as Earthen Ware, (tho' of the Fineji and 
Strongcji Sort) and liable to fundry Contingencct j no- 
thing under the Heavens being complcatly Perftfi. And in 
the Conftitution of Government s, 'tischildilh to think 
upon erecting Babels againft the Deluge } but the De- 
fign muff be, to embank^ againft Floods, and enclofe the 
bed that may be againft Trcfpjjfors. This being pre- 
mifed, I {hall proceed to handle the Matter in debate, 
not Met aphyfu ally, in Notions abftra&ed from their Sub- 
jects (a Paftime which our Platoniques much delight in) 
but Morally, and Reafonably 5 and enforce fuch Argu- 
ments only as are plain, fenfible, and appropriate to our 
own Countrey } leaving the Notional to our Bookmen, 
whofe Volumes, calculated for all Climates , (well big 
againft the Evils of the Rule of MAN Y, or Demo- 
cracy. 

S 2. I SHALL not here prefiime to infift upon 
fuch other Infuperable Difficulties, (of a quality too High 
for a private perfon to meddle with) as muft neceflari- 
ly obviate the eftablilh'ingofa popular Platform amongft 
us $ But lay before you in the Firjl place the prcfent 
State of the Nation, Co far forth only as may carry any 
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.gree, which Ingenuity yet and Good Will may eofily fup- 
ply : And thus being Equipt with a Title and Ejiate, 
they let up fuitably the Dominion within their Territo- 
ries ^ which none can difpute, becaufc they have no 
right to intermeddle with what any man las or does 
within hirmelf : For by Gentry I intend not only fuch 
as are Co in Blood, but lb in Quality alfo } fuch as live 
cafUy, atld like Princes, upon the Labours of their Dc~ 
pendents. 

O U T of This Order are conftituted- our Slxrijfs, 
JuJiice*o£ the Peace, and a^l that execute the Autho- 
rity of a "judge 5 by the influence of which Powers, 
they Co order all Elections to Parliament, or otUrnnje , 
that the whole Countreys Commonly follow their re- 
fpe&ive FaBions, and the Commonalty in their Votes are 
raenag'd by Them, as a Horfe by his rVider. So that as 
the Agrarian or lnterefi of Land, is principally in thefe 
Two Ranks 5 So is the Conicquence thereof, Domini* 
on and Command , which emboldens them to fuch a 
Height of Spirit (natural to our Nobility and Gentry) 
that they are too apt to undervalue Perfons of Inferi- 
our Quality, \_BurgejJes and Mechaniques,'} with whom 
to Inter-marry by our Old Law it was a Disparagement 
for a Ward j and this Spirit oCGenerofity cannot be fup- 
preft, Co riveted is it in their Natures, but by the Era- 
dication of their Perfons, or at leaft their Qualities ; to 
which Grange effect I have heard fome Grandees vent a 
Senfe. 

AND indeed the eftabli(hing of a Free Ejiate (Co 
call'd) were otherwile Defperate and Impracticable 5 and 
therefore it was the Courfe that the prevailing Mecha- 
niqnej, among the SwiJJes, were fore'd to take.- How 
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effc (hall wc be Icvcll'd to a Parity, which is of the ve* 
r y of a Commonwealth ? For as 77//r/ and ffc- 

«*W arc incident to Kingpp, fo a!fo are Equality in 
Place, Degree, and Birth, to Democracy 5 unlefs where, 
in cafe of Office, for the T/aw onlv thev are entitled to 
a i Precedency. Reduced you muft'bc, Sir, to the Con- 
dition of the Vulgar-^ Commoners already are you in 
Title, which yet is but a Fallacy of the AW* and de- 
ludes cur Statijh 3 for indeed you are Co only Repre- 
Jentativeh, being rather the Tribunes and Leaders of the 
Peoples Jtrength, and the Qoiermurs of their purje, then 
purely Commons. Ncuhcfry.t will the bare obtaining 
of fuch a Parity be fuffiricnt to do your Friends Bufi- 
nefs 3 unlefs there be a Supreme Power eftablifh'd in 
(bme Body Corporate, Compacted and Permanent 3 fuch 
as 15 That of London, where the Grandure of That City 
(but that it is never to be debauch'd into fuch a Degree 
of Djjlojalty and Fanaticism) might poflibly trc& it 
Self into a Free-State, (could it once overcome all oa- 
pofite Interejls) and by that great Magazine of Trca- 
J*re and Men, there embody d, give Law to the whole 
People fcatter'd as they are in a large Continent : Having 
JFVrftreduc'd fome mestCitiet, Forts, and Caflles, which 
being Garnfon'd from the Head-Colony would aw the 
Countreys, and mould them into a FajfaLiqc competent 
to make up a Fret-E late. But then our Nobility and 
Gentry would neither have the Honour of the fe/wr 
nor Benefit of the 77>/^ : Twill be inftiled the Com- 
monwealth of London, not of England 3 And pur Pay 
muft be as They Impofe, and our UbertyzsTkey vouch- 
fafe it g only in This it will be the lefs agreeable, that 
we muft be Subjeti to our Inferiors. 

N O R is This Difcourfe to be look't upon as meer 
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Drollery 5 for from This Embrio have ifiUedihoft: Cam- 
tttonwealths which are fofumd in Notions 5 as thole of 
Rome, Carthage, Athens, Lacedamon, Corinth, Thebes, &c. 
Great G/ze/ of That Name, which having fubdu'd their 
adjacent Territories, denominated the Dominion ^ where- 
in only thole of the Freedom (Citizens and Denizens') 
had Vote or Power 5 the Nobles and Gentlemen being 
purely Tributary to the C£/f/ unlets they tranfc 
planted thcmfelves, renounce! their Cities, and fo, by 
degrees advane'd into the Honour of a Burgefs , as. 
wc now do exercife our Junior Iffue. And little dif- 
ferent are at this day the .celebrated Commonwealths 
of Venice, the United Provinces, the Swiff es j not to 
inftance in thofe Petty States of Genoua, Ragufa, Ge- 
neva^ Sec. all of them mortly denominated from thofe 
Principal Cities, which give the Law to the adja- 
cent Provinces. Tbofe indeed of the Hollanders and 
Switzers, tho* they derive not, fo direttly, their Title 
from One City , yet are they f in Subjiance ) of the 
£»me Compofttre, being only an United Body of Cor- 
porated Cities, combin'd in One, for Mutual Defence 
againft Invaders, but of an equal Power to impofe 
upon the Adjacent Territories, (cituate under the aw 
of each refpeftive City, or Town-Garrifon. It falls 
not within my Memory, that there ever was, or at 
This Day is , a Free-Efiate in the whole World 
that's manag'd by the Gentry Inhabiting at large , 
or by any People not combin'd within the Junf- 
diftion of their Walk 5 except the Gnfons } who are 
a Icattcr'd- People of a mean Quality , having long 
fince difown'd their Gentry ; and are without Wau 
led. Towns or Garrifon. 'Tts a fmaU Territory, pof- 
fibly of extent to an Inland Country } upon Emer- 
gences, the whole People at a fet day , meet in the 
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Open Ayre, where the Major Vote fas with you Knight* 
of the Stire) cryes up the Magifirates^ and Deter- 
mines Warrc. •Their Confufions makes them eafie 
for Conqueft, were their Country worth it, and not 
fccur'd by the United Cantons, 



N O W to apply the Premijfes $ can your Friend, 
or any other Man of the fame Stamp imagine, that 
our Nobility and Gentry (as now in Power) will 
ever be indue'd to admit a Parity ^ will level their 
Degree and Domination to a Proportion with their 
Copy -holders} Nay, will renounce the wearing of a 
Sword, and learn to make one } Will fubmit to be- 
come Tributary to the Neighbour-Colony ? If this can 
be brought about 5 then perhaps* fand not till then) 
may we again hope to alpire from our prcfent Glo- 
rious State of King-Jbip, to a Free-flate in Clomn-flsip S 
or at leaft, from the Free-giving of Subjidies, to the 
Majefty of a Scepter $ to the Forced- payment of Ex- 
cife to the High and Mighty Burgher fuch as was 
that High and Mighty Butcher, who, not many years 
ago was commiflioned by the Sveijfts , as one of the 
Chiefs to be God- Father to the French Kings Son. 
As Plato phanfl*d his Community, and Sir Wiomas Moor 
his Utopia $fo are thefe people bigg with hopes of a Re- 
lation 5 thereby to reaflume their Idoliz'd Model of a 
Commonwealth, out of the (catter'd Gentry, in the na- 
ture of a Houfe of Commons. But if nothing but 
New Experiments will ferve their Turn, I could 
wi(h they would find other Sub jeers to try Conclu- 
fions upon, than the Eftatcs, Lives^ nay, the very Souls 
ofChrifiians. You well remeinber I'mefure, Sir, that 
we once ran the Lofs of Thofi, and the Bazzard of 
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more Servitude. And let them not hope to bring Coun- 
tenance to their Cauje, by allcdging (as they did before) 



Bah to full perfection ; for that they will ever be oppofed 
by all Wife and Loyal men, who having once experimented 
the Evils of fuch a State, will be as vigilant and indu- 
bious to keep it from getting footing among us agaui, 
as thofe that are otherwife,.,can be to bring it on. Bcfidc 
that, you cannot have forgot, Sir, that from 1648 to 
165-3. they had it from the tfurfe, and (had they lluck 
to their Pretences) might probably in five years time 
have fet it upon its Feet; but they found the Jiveet (poor 
Wretches) of ingrofllng Power to themfelves : But tfren 
it could never have been of any long Continuance, as ma- 
nifeftly appear'd from the great fcorn and bitternefs that 
the Supporters of it were reproach'd with, when it wzsd/f 
filyd; there was not fo much as one Bloudy Nofe in the 
defence of that / Unhand Mighty State; but all the per- 
(bns were held in the utmoft degree dideteftati'on, as tney 
mod juftly defer ved. And though thefe Rumpers, 'tis 
true, came twice into play, yet were they only made ufe 
of to ferve a Turn, as being fit to be made a Property ; for 
it was prefently feen that it was not the defire of tbch 
Rule, but of a further change, that infpirited the People a- 

tainfl the Army; and the Rump (as being next at hand) 
ad no fooner mounted the empty Saddle, but (before they 
were warm in their Seat) they were again Vnhorsd with 
a Publick Leave, as appear'd by the Bonefrcs (upon That 
Occasion) that might have lighted them to the Lands- 
end, if they had dar'd tobefcen among them. So that 
k is plain from what has been faid, that it is not the fenfa 
1 hterefi. of a Few, that can loog fway nfrfarivt? tor 
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if the pullick Spirit be averfe, at the long run it will pre- 
vail ; the more Difpute there is witli that Jpirit, the 
more embittcr'd it will be found : For, whatever fuch 
Enthufiafts may dream, even when the Multitude have 
the Power, the Command yet refts in a Few : The mod aftive 
Spirits lead the Herd, and ingrofe the Place, the Profit, 
and the Sway : This, in generous minds, begets Difdaiw, 
and that, Fafthn; for when all are equal, thoufands 
think themfelves as defervingof Rule, asthofe that car- 
ry it ; to fatisfie all it is impolfible, to pleafe /«i>_difpleafes 
the Mofl\ the Tranfa£hons of that Party from 1648. to 
1 660. have made this as fen/ible, as they made themfelves 
contemptible. In a word, the Nobility and Gentry of Eng- 
land have Spirits pure, naturally juft and generous, like 
/vr^afoiring, asaPyramide, from low to high; andne^ 
ver. refting till it contracts it felf into an Vnity at top : So 
God is On*, pr he were not Cod, nor could he Rule the 
World ; and if your Friend likes not this Prefident, but 
ftill continues to delight in the Rule of Many, let him be- 
gin a Pattern in his own Family, and he may there, poifr . 
bly, have enough to da 

y. 3. NOW my hand's in, I mall venture to fet one 
ftep further, and refrefli your memory with a Vigw of 
our Condition whilftthis Free-State kept above-Water, the 
Pafl being the mod certain Line to direct us in our Conje- 
tlures upon Futurities. We were never free (you may 
remember) from the Apprehenfions of an fnfurretlion k 
Home, or an fnvajSon from Abroad, and UVdin continual 
jelouhe, even of our very next Neighbours. Thefe Fears 
obliged us to maintain a confidence Force at Land and 
Sea, which, lying idle, corrupted, as /landing-Water in 
a Pool, and every moment threaten d frelh Combuftions,i& 
they were blown up this way or that way by their new 
M&m i but at the beft(Iike our oldl*rd-Da*es)they were 
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moft infupportably burthenfome and odious to the Coun- 
try, by their Quartering-, and to keep them as much in 
aft ion aspoffibly we could, we were lain cither to be per- 
petually amuling them with pretended Difcoveries of 
fbme nero-feigned Plot or other, or elfe to engage them in 
Forreign Wars. For the fupport of this Army (now) we 
were compelled to daily Contributions, betides great and 
innumerable Cujloms that were exacted, together with 
the Excife, (a Brat begotten in the Low-Countries, with 
their State, which makes them free indeed, but then it is 
in Purfe, not in Priviledge) a Tribute which no King of 
England durfl: demand, before they enforced us to pay it ; 
which being ever before look'dupon as Poyfon, we then 
took as Phyfick ; though in that Age, it was generally bc- 
liev'd that no Englijh-man would ever fwallow it ; and 
for the bare but neceflary Mention whereof, in the Houfe 
of Commons, that Grand Patriote (as they call'd him) 
Mr. J^Awwas by a young Spirit (not without great Ap- 
plaule) call'd to the Bar ; add hereunto the Benevolences, 
Sequeftrations, five and twenty tb parts, a Tax of fifty Sub- 
files at once, (though the late King fuffer'd fo much by 
the demand of twelve only) Fines and Compofitions, fale 
of Kings, Bifhops, Deans and Chapters, ana Delinquents 
Lands, the two parts of Papifls Eflates, nay a fhare of 
our wttyCbarities to the di/lre£ed-,ovcr and above the con- 
ftant Contributions that were levy'd. How was all this 
devour'd by the Army, whofe Belly indeed was bottom- 
lefs ? and yet what Arrears did we owe them juft before 
the Kings Return? three Millions at lead! Reform the 
Army we durfl: not, and our conftant charge could not be 
left than two Millions yearly, tofupply it; In a word, 
wc never ufed to be in a worfc condition, than when 
none would Rebel, tecaufe when the People were quiet 
we had no Lands cither to fequefti.. or to fell. Our 
Trade fell to nothing, our Traffiaue was interrupted, our 
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Gold walk'd beyond Sea more freely than in our own Coun- 
fry; and we loft no ids than rooo Sail of Skips in two 
or three years time : There was no fettUment, but we 
were every day dancing after a newfVhifile; ten Models 
we had in Propofal at one time, and every Fafticn ready 
withi?/W to aver his own way to be the Left. By our 
known Laws we could not be imprifon'd, but by a Re- 
gular proceeding in a Courfe of Jujlice; but under our 
free Eft ate (on the other fide) upon the moft flight fug- 
geftions of a fpitcful Neighbour in Authority, wc were 
prefently fciz a by the Serjeant at Arms, with Iiis exor- 
bitant Fees! no Bail, no Habeas Corpus, no regular way 
of Juftice to do us right / but, after a Twelvemonths ftay 
in Goal, if we could make good Friends, and humble our 
felves to our potent Adverfary, wc might po/Tibly be dif- 
charg'd ; but without amends, or knowing of our Crime. 
Loe thus, while we cajol'd our fclvcs with the Name of 
Freedom, we loft the thing, and became jree y only to be 
made the moft defpicable of Slaves. 

B Y this, Sir, you fee that the Quejiion might be decided 
in a few words, only by alledging the Inclination of the 
People to Monarchy, as it is now cftablifhed: For as no 
man can well be wronged with his cenfent, fo neither is a- 
ny man to be oblig'd againft his will And indeed how 
mould a Government, founded upon inequality and force, 
. ever fubfift without it > Or a State that muft necenarity 
oe the meer Adjell'ive of an Army, become a Subjfan the ? 
With as much Reafon migjit I alfo objedt matter of Title, 
becaufe the fame Eftate, with a '-flaw in the conveyance, or 
cloggy with Statutes and Judgments , is not furefy 6f 
like valuers if it had )xcn defcended clear A from the treat 
Grandfather, and V"te free from Claim f *x& > Incumbran- 
ces. But ip fhajite chenext part of my Bufinefs. tofiiew 
that the prefenieftdblifid GwSrnment (as it excellently 
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complies with the Laws, Genius, and Intereft of this Na- 
tion, To it) comprehends all the Benefits of a Common-wealth 
in great perfection ; and this I mail do as briefly as I can. 

T O demonftrate how it complies with our Laws and 
Conftitutions, let it fuifice, That {Monarchy, in thefe Na- 
tions, being more ancient than Story or Records more 
venerable than Tradition it felf ) our Laws were born (as 
it were) under this Climatey habituated to this Diet and 
Air, grafted into this Stock ; and though we have (thanks 
be to God) forgotten our Norman, yet will it be very 
hard for us to learn Greek, much lefs Vtopian ; that in the 
• late Vf*rper y s time, our Lawyers, with one Voice, impor- 
turf" d him rather to afTumethe Style and Power of a King, 
to which they found all our Laws were fhaped, than re- 
tain that of a Protetlor, unknown to the Law : Thar no- 
thing render'd the late Architects of a Common-wealth more 
obnoxious, than that (notwithftanding their infinite Dif- 
cords , in other things) they generally agreed in 
the necejjity of fubverting all our Fandamental Laws, in 
order to their Defign; which Confideration (we arc in 
Charity to believe) obliged the fober men of all Parties, 
the true Patriotes, (nay and evon the chiefeft Pillars of 
the Parliaments Caufe too) to unite thcmfelves with the 
Royal Intereft ; as not enduring to hmi of thofc violent 
znd dangerous Alterations which they plainly faw a Re- 
public k mull neceiTarily introduce. 

FOR its complyance with our Gtni us, examine we (in 
the firfl place) the various Revolutions that have happened 
to this Ijland; Brit tains , Rcynans, Saxons, Danes and 
Normans; or (more near!)) the changes in their Defccnts 
from the direll Line to the Cofyteral ; or (yet nearer) the 
times of Infurreflion and depofing Kings , Edward and 
kichard, (boththeStt<Wjof the name) and we fliall find 
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King-Jbip flill in faftrion. Nay, that of King John is more 
>rotoriou<, for when the People had in a fort dethroudhim, 
and hvorn Allegiance to Lewis of France, yet w hen John 
ity'd, the fame /Vo^/i? not only Expel/ed the Foreigner, but 
having got the /'our/- into their own hands, they Crowned 
King Johns Son, being then an Zv^tf without Inter eft or 
Adherents: Nor will all our Chronicles afford us one fin- 
gle Inftance of any or Endeavour to ereel a 

Eft ate, (before the late unnatural times furnifli'd the Pre- 
fident) no not when Wat Tyler, or Jack Straw revell'd it 
with their Clowns. Nor yet is this Genius ever to be 
changd, for Rellecl: we (in the fecond place) that as our 
Engl/Jh Nature is not like the French, fupple to Opprejfton, 
and apt to delight in that Pomp and Magnificence of their 
Lords, which (they know) is fupportcd with their Slave- 
ry and Hunger ; Nor like the Highland Scots, where the 
Honour and Intereft of the C£«/" is the G/ory of the H»We? 
Clan: So doth it as little (or lefs) agree with the Dutch 
humour, addicted only to Traffick, Navigation, Handi- 
crafts, and fordid Thrift, and (in defiance of Heraldry) 
every man phanfying his own Scutcheon. For does not 
every one amongft us, that lias the name of a Gentleman, 
labour his utmou to uphold it ? Every one that has not, to 
raile one f To this end, do not our very Yeomen com- 
monly leave their Lands to the EldeftSon, and tofhe*- 
ther nothing but a flail, or a Plow ? Did not every one 
(inthedays of our late blefied Martyr) pinch himlelf in 
his Condition, to purchafea Knighthood or fmall Patent ? 
What need further proof? You cannot but remember,Sir, 
how that baregfimpje and fhadow of Monarchy under Crom- 
wel, and his Son Dick, (though perfons even at that very 
time hated and fcorn d, and that too upon amofr impious 
and fcandalous account)was for meer refemblance fake ad- 
mitted ^tolerable and(in refpect of zCommo»-wealth)courted; 
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which clearly evinces, how grateful the fubftance mud 
needs be to all true Englijh Spirits. 

AS to our Inter eft, briefly , (to wave tedious and Politick 
Difcourfes) there is no man, but with half an Eye may 
forefee that a Republick (were there any pollibflity of fet- 
ling one) would deftroy all our prefent Peace , and Feli- 
city, ruinate our Trade and Traffick, involve us in a Field 
of Blood, alarm all our Neighbours, make our beft: Allies 
our bitterefl: Enemies; and probably draw upon us the 
united force of Chriftendom, to "crufh the Embryo ; which 
would be the utter deftruflion and enflaving of this mod 
free and profperous Nation, (could it but once be capable 
of a due fenfe of its own Felicity) to the Tyrannical Dam- 
nation of a Foreigner. Befide, (at beft) by what Title 
can we pretend to hold Scotland and Ireland, Ihould that 
of Defcent be avoided ; for Confent there is none, nor can 
any be expe&ed. 

$. j\ BUT 1 come now directly to aflcrt, That the 
Prefent Government eminently includes all the Perfetlions 
of a Free- Eft ate, and is the Kernel (as it were) of a Com- 
mon wealth inthc Shell of Monarchy. And, firftl fhall be- 
gin withthc Effential Parts of a Common-wealth, which 
are three, viz. the Senate propofing, the People refolving^ 
the Magiftrate executing. For the Senate (or Parliament) if 
ever there were a Free and Honourable oneunder the Cope 
of Heaven it is hers ; where the Deputies of the vdhole Na- 
tion mod: freely chofen, do with like freedom meet, pro- 
pound, debate, and vote all matters of Common Intereft : 
no Danger efcapes their reprefenting, no Grievance their 
complaint, no Publick Right their ckim, or Good their de- 
mand : In all which, the Icaft "breach of Priviledge is 
branded with Sacr Hedge; and though there lyes no Ap-

peal to the JifperfiJ Body of the people, (a Decifion taahi- 
fcftly impracticable in Government, and fitter indeed ibr 
Tribunes to move, then Nations to admit) yet (Elections 

being fo /e/*/<w and conventions frequent) the jGw *W is 
attained with much more fajety and convenience. The 
may hkew ife (in fome fenfe) be faid to have only 
an_ Executive Power, which lie exercifes by Mmifiers and 
Officers, not only /worn, lut fevcrely accomptabk; and 
though both lie and the Lords have tlicir Negatives in 
pamng or Bills.and thougli it be tlic King only, tliat, by his 
tfW Fiat makes our yet (no Tax being impoia, 

bJe but by the co*/™/ of the Commons, nor any Z<w> (with- 
out it) of fuch validity, that the Mimfiers of dare 
enforce i0 there is a u;/> and>f n^jfry for the W and 
W<ewuetortheiW.r to pafs alJ fuch Ms as are conv* 
ment for the People, and not greatly hurtful to the ^ 
and tho.fc thatduJy wcigli the Reajon of things, do had a* 
Negative in the /7*g to be a moll fale Prefervativc of 
to the People, who have as much comfort under the 
protection of Jus Prerogative, as they have Benefit by 
their own Priviledces: For in truth, this Bug-bear Ne- 
ptrvc (as our BepuJlicans labour to reprefent it) is an 
impenetrable Target , to flicker and fecure the Go- 
vernment from being alter'd at the WiX of the Com- 
mons, it at any time they fliou'd prove Factions. And 
this (being in reafou maniteit) has alfo been cor* 
firm d by great Experience; our Kings iiaving rare- 
y obltruckd any Bill which they might fcfely grant- 
but on the otherYidc, pafs'd many //ig/y A Hs of mere 
Grace, circumfcribmg their Prerogative, and chppinn its 
nay better had it beea for us, if they had doc 
pierc d its very Bowels.

' 6. AFTEK all thefe folid Bkfwgs and Advan- 
tages, which we Reap from the molt Excellent of Go- 
vemments , and of Trinces ; the bare Fruition of the 
Tithe whereof, would be furficient to tranfport the Beji 
to pafi of our Neighbour Nations into all the Cordial and 
Paffionatc Exprelfions of Joy and Gratitude imagin- 
able :. After all thefe Comforts fl fay) a Body would 
think, there (hould fcarce be found one fingle Mur- 
muring and Difaffetted f Perfon in the whole Kingdom, 
And yet Co hard is our Fate } our Hearts infenuble 3 
and Co Ingenious are we in ftarting Fears and Jealou-

miferably Hood-wink'd is our Reafon, that our, Care- 
fulnefs to avoid mifcarrying upon a Scilla, hurries us 
Violently into the other Extreme of fplitting upon a 
Charybdk- 'Popery and Tyranny ( we cry) are breaking 
in upon us like a Deluge ^ the presumptive Heir is of the 
Red- 1 etter Stamp ; and therefore another Se& of our 
Tfindo-proteftants, apprehending the danger and the 
Impra&icablcnefs of a Commonwealth-Government here 
amongft us, do hope to mend the matter mightily, by 
propoundingtbc fetting up of a Single Perfon either of a 
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Crjcl(d Title* or of a New Line 5 upon the death of his 
prcfcnt Majefty without Legitimate Ifiue: Whom God 
prefervc. 

THERE is no man (ball be more willing than my

(elves. B'upjet Imu^averr (on the other hand ) that, 
fincethrougfi \^he' peculiar Mercy and Trovidence of 
God, and the rndefatiga^le Tnduflry and Vigilance of 
Authority all their Machinations have hitherto tjecn 
defeated,and their Conspiracies both againft our Church 
and State rendrcd Abortive $ it will become us. both as 
* Me n and Chrifiianj ,to temper our TaJJsonst and' to reft 
fatisfied with the lingular Care^nd Concern, that the Go- 
vernment vouchfafes continually to cxprefs both for pur 
, prefect and future fafety and preferution.'m all Refpecjs.' 
Full well I know, that nothing is of greater Concernment,, 
then the Security of that Religion, which by the Bloud 
of fo many Meflcd and Glorious Martyrs has (by Gods, 
immediate btefling) beVn Co firmly Eftablith'd amongft 
lis. .'Jfojt then we :are to take fpecial heed that we lend 
not too > eafie rin JBtf'r tafudh as cry up Religion, .& defij 
Fafrtpn j that cry ■oiit Zeat for the LordvfjJotfs, wf 
thev Intcirld, Selfjnfere$i?\6 keep up a , party y an ^

Let but the Gofpel have Tree pajfage, and it will 
make its own fray ; For all true Protejiants do unani- 
moufly dilbwn the Promotion of it by the Sword, as to- 
tally Vnchrifiian $ and bequeath it to the P<yc and the 
Turk ^ as not > now » tne maintenance of our funda- 
mental Laws the pretence of our late Quarrel £ Found 
we not the Spirit of the Nation rouz'd up, upon the 
found of the Trumpet? Popery, was it not decry d, and 
Religion, Protefiant Religion, judg'd to be in danger 
Were we not call'd out to the Battle upon the account 
of Zeal, with Curfe ye Meroz .<? And yet under our free 
Fft&tc, (as they call'd it) our Religion (lb much of it ef- 
pecially as could any way be term'd Protefiant) turn'd 
into Wantonness 5 and our TDivifions became lb great, 
that we durft not exafperate, by .advancing that Idol of 
the Presbyters, 'Discipline } nor indeed could we, if wc 
durfi i for the molt aUive of our Statifls, (if they had 
any Religion at all) 'twas that of the Sctfary, which they 
own'd as the main Supporter of their Model, whofc Jnte- 
reft it was to give Licentioufnefs to all. As for Laws, 
thole which we ador'dfor Excellency and Slntiquitj,they 
were (by them) of neceffity alter'd, in our Freedoms of 
Verfin nnd'F&ate, wherein true Liberty is principally 
concern 'd : For when the Houfedf Commons (or rather 
the Rump of \t) cngrofs'd the Sovereign P<?n>iT,thcy both 
Impofcd Taxes, and Lcvy'dxhem, by lertucof a trifling 
Ordinance, which could never be done before, but by an 
Aft of ^Parliament, folemnly and regularly pafi'd by the 
King and the Three Ftfates : And having of Tribunes of 
the people, fas it were J and theii Bulwark againft 
Payments and Wprcjfures, demanded by the King, ad- 
vane'd thtmlclves into the degree of Princes 5 they to k 
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upon them to affefimd impreJT us at pleafiire } and we 
might complain as long as we would of the Reiterated 
Fin-then ; but there was no remedy bnt Patience, bccaufe 
no App cat left us, themfelves being both Parties and 
Judges. 

I COULDheartily wi(h there were at prefent no more 
reafon, to be apprehenfivc of Popery coming amongftus, 
then there was in thofe days: But yet, let his Rayah 
FighnejTsPirfwafion be what it will, this I'm Pure of, that 
Dr. Gates has depofed upon Oat h, that the Jefrits were 
fo far from f tying or offing Indifferently, as to his Per- 
that in their Feffijb Plot, they had mark'd him out 
alfo for Slaughter, with his moft Royal, moft Protectant 
F rather . Now the late Marque fs of Jrgyfe was worn to 
lay it down as a Principle in Policy, That it was the Cha- 
ra&crof a wife man not to let the World kpow what Religion 
' he was of z But (for my own part) I cannot in Charity but 
hope the heU of a Perfon, (till Khali be convine'd of 
the contrary, by more certain and pofitive Arguments, 
then any that f have yet been able to meet wirhj that 
has been Co Icffund and Tutor d by our late Glorious 
Martyr, ("as Well as by Experience) into zVeneratiemlax Y 
and a Perseverance in that Pure, Reformed ftt>ligian % the 
Principles of which he fuck'd in with his very Mi/fand 
in defence of which his ever Blefled Father laid down 
his moft precious life, upon a Scaffold. You may read 
his words thus} " I do require you, (addrcffingja hit. 
il prefent Majeffy) as your Father and your King, that 
" you never fnfftr your Heart to receive the leaft t heck 
« againft, or t Dif. a jJe(tion from the True Religion efta- 
" blijb'd in the Church ofFngland ; I tc]l you 1 have try'd 
** it, and after much Search, and many Dilutes, have 
^ concluded it to be the he!} in the World, not only in 
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<( the Community, as Chriflian, but al(b in the /fecial No- 
'Uion, as Reformed 5 keeping the middle way between 
" the Poar^ of SuperjlitionxTyranny, and the Meannefs of 
"thantajiiclt Anarchy, &c. To this fence, fpake he, 
when he had no more to (peak. Nay, and Co zealous, 
this way, was our Englijh Solomon, ("the 2)*^'s Grand* 
father) King James, that rather then any of his Progeny 
(nould ever come to be tainted with the Errors and Ido- 
latries of the Church of he made it his Prayer to 
Almighty God, that they might be taken out^of the 
World firft. 

AS to theapprchenfionsof Tyranny, I hope, by what 
I have already deliver'd in the Body of this 'Difcourfe, it 
is evident, that there is Iefs ground to fear it, then many 
people might before imagine, for^that it is next to an 7«- 
pojfibility to introduce it. And, upon probable grounds, 
I perfwade my (elf, that (hould the T>ukf ever nave the 
occafion offer a, yet would he be wifcr then to make try- 
al of the Experiment, knowing fo well as he muft needs 
do, that (hould the Englijh Liberties be violated in the 
example but of any one fingle P*rp», the whole Nation 
would take it (elf to be concern'd upon that accounpp- 
prehend it (elf ready for the fetters, and, thereby, what 
with Fear, what with K*/c,fuch a Storm would be rais'd, 
as might (hake the (ureft Foundations of the Govern- 
ment 5 and fb very much has Majefty already felt by the 
Furyot the People, that it will be chary fdoubtlefs) of. 
giving occafion to encounter it again.

Confi derations whatsoever were of force ( with me ) to 
wlthftand the Authority of your Commands. I have un- 
bofom'd my felf to you, Sir, ( under the Protection of a 
Private Letter J with all the Franknefs and Simplicity 
imaginable ; not doubting but you will make fuch ule, 
of it, as may not redound to the Difadvantage o£ ■
